Davis Cup Final After Na- 


tional Tourney in 1924. 








OLYMPIC GAMES INTERFERE 





Meet at Paris Will Delay Playing of 
Matches for Famous Trophy 
Until September. 





Several important facts connected with 
the holding of the major tennis tourna- 
ments of 1924 developed at the recent 
meeting of the Executive Committee of 
the U. S. L. T. A., the deliberations of 
which were not made known until yes- 
terday. As the result of a tentative 
schedule drawn up at the meeting, it 
was disclosed that the tennis matches 
at the Olympic Games in Paris will so 
delay the early rounds of the Davis Cup 
play that the challenge round, which 
will be played in this country, will not 
be held until the middle of September, 
instead of August, as it has been in the 
past. According to the tentative sched- 
ule just made public the Davis Cup 
finals will be played on Sept. 4, 5 and 6 


and the challenge round on Sept. 11, 12} 


and 13. 
This will make the Davis Cup chal- 
lenge round the climax of the tennis 
season in the United States, where 
heretofore the national championships 
have been the final important tourna- 
ment of the season. This 


Aug. 25 to Sept. 3, 
men’s national championships will begin 
on Aug. 11 and the men’s doubles on 
Aug. 1%. 

At this same meeting the men’s singles 
and doubles national indoor champion- 
ship was awarded to the Seventh Regt 
ment Tennis Club of this city and the 
women's indoor tournament to the Long- 
wood Club of Boston. 

The Executive Committee also adopted 
a resolution dealing with the expenses 
of United States players competing in 
foreign tournaments. This resolution 
stated that the U. S. L. T. A. disap- 
proved of players from this country re- 
ceiving from, or negotiating with for 
eign tennis bodies concerning financial 
arrangements, or expenses connected 
with tournaments in other countries 
and provided that such negotiations and 
arrangements be made through the U. 
S. L. T. A. The resolution went on to 
state that the U. S. L. T. A. did not 
discourage American players competing 
in foreign countries, but deemed it for 
the good of the game that financial ne- 
gotiations be conducted through the na- 
tional association.
